AN INQUIRING ENGLISHMAN. 


All Englishman, James Edgeeombe, 


writes from London to tho Birmingham 
Post to make some comment upon the 
recent speech of Mr. William L. Wilson 
to his British constituents at the cham- 
ber of commerce banquet in 
London. 


Mr. jCdgccombo wants to know how it has 
happened that, if one tariff has boon so 
destructive to American interests, tho 
United States within forty years has built 
up an iron and steel industry greater than 
that of England. England used to lead 
tho world in this business, but, observes 
Edgeeombe, "the tariff protection of tho 
United States has placed us second." This 
inquirer also wants to know how protec- 
tion has harmed the American people If it 
be true, as Wilson says, that we havo 
created here a manufacturing plant which 
will meet the home demand fully by run- 
ning for six months in the year. It is not 
indeed reasonable to condemn a system 
which has within three decades made tho 
nation self contained and self dependent. 
These thoughts, of course, occurred to 
every intelligent Englishman who hark- 
ened to Wilson. His hearers must have 
wondered, first, how so foolish a man could 
overhuvo been ruiiiod to BO high a place; 
second, how ho could havo supposed his 
audience so stupid as not to perceive that 
his entire performance at Washington was 
in the interest of Europe, and, third, that 
an American citizen could find satisfaction 
in honors paid to him by tho industrial 
enemies of his country because he had 
sacrificed the interests of his own people 
to them —The Manufacturer.

Every cup of coffee 
that Is drunk Bhoulil .small and triHto 
just liko tluit fragrant odor, which was 
tlie voritiiblo BOU! of the berry Keeking 
ID escape from it» transmutation into 
1'quid. UiilosH you can arrest that slip- 
]";ry Hyljih of opulent fragrance or pre- 
v;iit the entire escapo from your coffee- 
pot before serving you are no expert, 
but a bungler. 


The amount of badly made coffee that 


i inflicted on tho public is mmply enor- 
mous. Ono connoisseur say.s that there 
:u-e not 20 places iu New York, outside 
<:!' private houses, where a first rate- cup 
of coffee can bo counted on. 
Another 


Mftii about town says this is a gross ex- 
aggeration, declaring that no man is 
( ure of a fine uupur cufiVu jji imtrv tlmu 
li.ilf a do-/eu places in this city. Coffee, 
t.ibo fit for civilized drinking, should 
Ijii made, Jiu asserts, _on the principle of 
"littlo and often." Si/o in art is of all 
nzes, nnd bulk in coffco making runs 
tho risk of a dreadful discount in the 
i.ppreciatioii of tho learned. 


Tho best kind of coffeepot is one 


that has a filter. 
They can bo had o1 


many sizes and shapes, all tho way from 
simplicity to an extreme of elegance. 
'J o secure a good infusion quickly the. 
{/ronufl coffee should bo placed in tho 
cylinder on tci) of tho coffeepot, tho 
Mrainer should bo pressed down on top 


f the coffee, and tho boiling water 
Khould bo poured over so that tho infu- 
hinii runs slowly. 
Whilo it filters tho 


1" t ought to stand in a vessel contaiuiii 
v>ry hot water, so that the infusion 
may keep a high degree of heat without 
allowing it to boil. Boiling is tho spoil- 
ing of coffeo. 


If you arc making coffeo for a good 


ninny, take 1% pounds of Java, \y, of 
Jluracaibo, a pound of Mocha IUK! t 
p.illous of watei. The Mocha, which is 
m»aiit for tljo oroinn or bouquet, should 
li.ivo been but slightly roasted; the Mar- 
a' uibo, which is for color, should bo 
•\\ rll rousted, and the Java, which is for 
body and effect, should bo roasted just 
be twoeu tho two. 


Cal'o a la Turquo is mado in a pecul- 


iar way and only appreciated by pecul- 
iar people. 
Tho recipe for its compo- 


Kiiion is this: Take Java aud Mocha in 
ei i mil proportions; 
grind 
and 
pass 


through a very fine sieve. Put ordinary 
bl.iek coffee, as many cups as needed, iu 
a coffeepot, and for each cup add a ten- 
B]u)0iifnl O':' the sifted coffeo and a lump 
ot sugar. Boil this for two minutes; 
then take it off and pour iu a little cold 
v, .ter to settle it. 
After it has stood a 


few minutes servo it with powdered 
.sugar. 


Iced colToe, in New York stylo, is 


nn rely cafe noir that has been cooled in 
a i hina free/er by placing ico around it, 
sl'ghlly salted. 
For what is called 


ni ixod coffee a pint of milk, a gill of 
oi.am, aggill of sirup aud a quart of 
b .ick coffeo tmbjectod to tho same cool- 
inj,' process and served when jnst this 
siilo of freezing is considered n proper 
c;n>er by all who aro not real coffeo 
Cunnoisseurs. 


Brandy coffee is prepared by some in 


thn same way—a gill of brandy and 0 
ounces of sugar to tho quart of coffee 
taking tho place of tho other ingrc- 
d' iitii. 
But brandy coffeo to most per- 


sons means n cup of cafe noir, ovoi 
v I lich a spoonful of brandy, poured on 
a 'un.p of sugar, has been burnt. 
Just 


as the blue fringed golden flame is ex- 
p.'ini? tho spoon should slip into tho 
colfec, and after ono deft stir tho cou- 
ti nts of tho cup should glide down tho 
gl ideoned throat. 


A sherbet of coffeo is quite fashion- 


able now and quite delicious if properly 
ui.idc. To a quart of coffee add a quart 
ol double cream and 12 ounces of sugar, 
and if you wish to bo very chic add a 
f( \v drops of vanilla esse'ico. Then put 
this iu a freezer with salted ice sur- 
rounding, keep the sides freo as fast as 
tin' ice begins to cling, and when it has 
reached congelation servo in glasses. 


Another fashion of coffeo drinking, 


which was first introduced into this 
country by tho Mexicans at tho New 
Oi loans exposition 10 years ago, and 
which i.-i held in high esteem by some 
b< n vivants, is to make coffeo in the 
Fi eucli way without boiling and then 
mix it with tho very richest chocolate, 
half and half, or or-o to two, or two to 
oiii-, tho second proportion being per- 
haps tho most frequent. 
This is to bo 


sei vcd with whipped oream topped with 
n little sugar dust. Tho Mexicans used 
to uso tho Soconosco chocolate, which is 
nude with a cinnamon addition and is 
rii h beyond description. 


In spito of tho injunction about gild- 


in,? refined gold or painting tho lily, 
rt" tless humanity has attempted to im- 
prove on coffeo in worso waya than by 
marrying it to chocolate. For instance, 
take cafe an Kirsch, which is mado by 
Bh.iking up black coffee, cracked ico and 
E.i«»ot» •vrcveBcae iw pivjioartionB to tvo.it ilio 
tn- to. 
By devotees of tho benign Ara- 


bi..n berry this is considered a profaua- 
tiuu and eschewed accordingly, but for 
physical and mental depression, if 0110 
is not a habitual ooffoo drinker, it is a 
pic k ine up of rare potency. 


Coffee is not a food, but a stimulant 


nud an antidote against some kinds of 
poisoning. Its excessive use produces a 
trembling of tho hands and a disease of 
the optic nerves. 
To keep one awake 


and to help ono cnduro fatigue or expo- 
6ui a to rough weather there is probably 
no equal to coffee, except possibly tho 
cai ao plant of tho Peruvians. 
Coffee 


ami tobacco—which 
wo owe to tho 


Ai ub and the Indian—are tho heavenly 
tv ins in the eyes of every true bohe- 
mi.ui. Bnt, like all blessings, they may 
beronie a curse.—New York World.

There .vcro four toes, each 'tlppped vrith a 
bony nail, throe of them pointing to tho 
left nn 1 ono to tho right. 
Tho creature 


had wings in placo of arms and always 
held tl om in an erect position, as though 
ready to tako flight at tho slightest provo- 
cation. 
From tlio hips to tlio single knco 


the (le-.li was covered with large, well ar- 
ranged feathers. 
From the knco joint to 


tho foot the leg was scaled, I'.ko that of 
the common barnyard fowl, the 
spot

Iklloss oyo, which scorned to bo altogether 
incapa'ilc of voluntary motion.

MILLIONS FOR DEFENSE. 


Origin of the Old Coin Bearing; tho \V~till 


Known Legend. 


Collectors of old coins and people who 


are over threescore yeais old may remem- 
ber tho old United .States 1 cent piece bear- 
Ing tho motto, "Millions for defense, not 
a penny for tribute," which was exten- 
sively circulated curly iu tho present cen- 
tury. 


Ono of tlio principal incidents that led 


to tho adoption of this legend—which 
Booms fcingtilarly out oC plnco on an Amer- 
ican coin, especially just after tho United 
States had just, achieved its indepcndcuco 
of Great Britain—occurred when 
tho 


United Stales merchant ship Dauphin of 
Pliiludulpliiu was seized near the strait of 
Gibraltar by a waivsliip of Algiers and her 
crew and pusaongers wcie thrown into 
Mussulman bondage to awai t uu exorbitant 
ransom. 


About tho same time tho American trad- 


Ing vessels Maria of Boston and Minerva 
Of New York also werosei/.cd in tho Medi- 
terranean, and their people met a similar 
fate, making a total of 112 American citi- 
zens in danger of being sold into tho slave 
marts of tho cast. At that time tho United 
States was without a single ship of war or 
naval officers or navy yards. 


Tho cause of tins unprotected condition 


of the country was tlio strong opposition 
to a permanent navy as well as to a stand- 
Ing army, and congress resorted to tho 
plan of paying an annual tribute to tho 
eomibarbarous powers of north Africa, so 
there would bo no further molestation of 
our commerce in the Mediterranean. 


Twenty-two of tho prisoners wero ran- 


somed by tlio government for about $«0,- 
000, 
whilo the others died in captivity or 


wero ransomed by their friends. In a short 
time the annual tribute from thn United 
btutcs amounted to over $1,000,000, when 
tho "oc&iomi&ts" iu con gross realized that 
tho tribute was far exceeding tho cost of 
maintaining a navj'. 


Then tho cry of "Millions, for defense, 


not a penny for tribute," was raised and 
did not a littlo toward securing tho appro- 
priation for tho first group of war vessels 
that made tho United States navy famous. 
These wore the Constitution, United 
States, President, Constellation, Congress 
and Chesapeake.—Ne%v York Tribune, 


BALLOON VOYAGES. 


OA« of the Most Adventurous on Record 


Takuu by a Soldier. 


Ono of the most adventurous balloon 


voyages taken during the Franco-Ourmau 
war was that uf M. Martin, a ULiva-1 offi- 
cer from Finistcrro. 


M. Martin started from Paris on tho 1st 


of December in a balloon which had been 
christened tho Jules Favro. He rose at 
(ice above tho snowclouds Into a stratum 
of bitter cold air, along which he was 
borne with great speed in a westerly di- 
rection, lie felt like a man who had been 
buried alive in a vast, dark, chilling vault, 
beyond tho reach of human sympathy or 
aid. Presently tho stars were obscured by 
snowclouds, and it was also, found that 
tho instruments used by aeronauts for 
taking their bearings had got out of or- 
der. 
At 4 o'olools in tho morning M. 


Martin and his companion perceived wa- 
ter below them, which at first, they sup- 
posed to be the Loire, but shortly after- 
ward, seeing a lighthouse nnd ships, they 
found they wore iu the neighborhood of 
the sea. 
They were above Belle isle and 


close to tho western side of it, so that it 
was necessary to dc'scond at once if they 
would not be swept away over the Atlan- 
tic. 


Tho pulley which opened tha escape 


valve had been blown out of reach by tho 
fnry of thur rushing passage through tho 
air, but M. Martin climbed up llio ropes, 
regained the pulley and released the gas. 
They now descended with such rapidity 
as to lose consciousness.

Bearing the earth dashed madly nb^ut, 
tore oil the roof of a house, broke down a 
wall ',md came into collision with an old 
church. 
M. Martin's companion wan 


thrown out and seiiously hurt, and M. 
Martin himself, on recovering his senses, 
found that some coast guardsmen were 
holding down tho car.

In comparing the record of General D. 


H. llnsUngs with that of "WUIUm M. Siu- 
get'ly one need not hesitate long as to how 
ho should vote, and in addressing myself 
to the workingmen of Pennsylvania on 
the subject 1 do not presume to advise or 
jinlge as between the candidates, It shall 
be my aim to relate facts, btate conclusions 
armed at after reviewing these facts and 
then leave the matter in tlie hands of those 
whose will must decide whether right or 
wrong shall triumph. It has been the aim 
of some to obscure the real issue in this 
cimipaign behind a cloud of falsehood con- 
cerning General Hastings. His record as 
an employer of labor nnd a friend to labor 
has been attacked and misrepresented. Ho 
has never posed as a champion of labor, 
and his record as an employer is consistent 
and honorable. In July, 1883, when mcm- 
i 
-» iv. . ir-wMu nf T,nl>in-.wore arrested 
for conspiracy in Clearfleld, it became my 
duty to open up a correspondence with 
General Hastings, then practicing law at 
Bellefonte, with a view to securing his aid 
in defending the men. In my letter to 
him I suggested that tho prospect fora 
very large feo should not tempt him to 
take the case, and from his answer I quote 
the follow ing; 


"Not the foo, hut Iho .justice of the cause Is 


what 1 bhall be influenced by. These men aro 
jioor; they rimy have aelod unwisely, butmen 
more experienced thr.n they have orred, and 
H bluill bo my ollort U» remove tho cloud that 
lianKH CIVIT them, Advise your men to becan- 
did with me; leave nothing unsaid, tD that I 
may know in> ground." 


He defended the men, and up to tho prcs- 


,ent time I have i,nver received a bill for 
his services. I hn\e never heard of his 
presenting a bill to any of tho men. His 
example shone out resplenrteutly in 1887, 
when l-o went into the coal business ex- 
tensively. He abolished the company store 
at the mines which ho purchased, removed 
tho black list on which tho names of sev- 
eral union men had been inscribed, recog- 
niy.ed tho union as an organization worthy 
of respect, and continued to treat with It 
as tho equal of tho corporation of which ho 
was n part. AVhcii strikes or controversies 
took place in the coal regions committees 
representing the mining fraternity called 
upon me frequently at Philadelphia to 
seek assistance in settling the pending dif- 
ficulties. The need of an arbitrator, or 
laore accurately speaking, ii conciliator 
presented itself on each 
occasion, and 


through the influence of General Hastings, 
acting as peacemaker, several very ugly 
affairs were settled with honor and satis- 
faction to the men. On one occasion, when 
the employers were contending against the 
recvjgnition of the miners' organization, 
General Hastings said: 


"I have the greatest respect for this organ- 


ization, and would iar rather treat with its 
otllcers than be in constant worry over each 
Individual case. The men have an undoubted 
right to be be'ird through their elected of- 
ficers. Think of how difficult, liow impossi- 
ble it would be for every workman to come 
down hero from Westmoreland to present his 
grievance as an individual. It would novcr do, 
a"d I do liopo that tills objection against 
treating 
with tho organization will be 


waived." 


It wiis waived. Were I to enter upon a 


recital of the many acts in tho career of 
General Hastings which redounded to the 
interest of the workmen it would talco too 
long. I have never seen or heard anything 
to his discredit, and believe that such a 
man would command tho respect and con- 
fidence of employer and employe as gov 
ernor of this industrial commonwealth. 


The record of William M. Singorly is 


not such as would commend him to tho 
friendship, confidence or support of work- 
ingmen. He is opposed to organized and 
unorganized labor aa well when it de- 
mands a fair price for services rendered. 
His paper, the Philadelphia Record, while 
presuming to speak for the laboring cle- 
ment on economic questions, Inaugurated, 
a policy in Philadelphia which would, if 
successful, drivo every union printer out of 
tho trade and reduce all who followed that 
calling to boggary. 


In December, 3 Bill, tho members of the 


Typographical Union employed on Tho 
Record asked for an increase in their 
wages. Tho answer given to them by Mr. 
Singeiiy was the discharge of some ninety- 
three men. Their places were filled by 
cheap men, known in the printing trade 
as "rats," and sinoo then the Philadelphia 
Rcco-tl has been printed by non-union 
help. Soon after instituting his policy «f 
"cheapness" ho introduced tho type set- 
setting machine to Tho Record office, and 
with it made an effort to break tho power 
of the union throughout the city. No 
reasonable objection could bo rfjsed to the 
operation of tho lineotype on The Record, 
but Mr. Singorly issued a circular to the pun 
Ushers of Thiladelphla, offering to do their 
printing with the aid of the machine at re- 
fluced rates, and their refusal alone pre- 
vented the hardship which Mr. Singerly 
Intended to visit on the printers who fa- 
vored American wages for American work
